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A New Chapter is Born 
and it’s a little bit different 


The QCWA is pleased to welcome into its fold a new chapter that may be just a little bit different than other 
chapters. The NOS-AM Chapter 207 in the Dallas area of Texas is dedicated to “New Old Stock - Amplitude 


Modulation” hence its NOS-AM name. The purpose and genesis of its founding was best expressed by Mike 
Cowart WASCMI, acting president in the inaugural edition of their newsletter and is reprinted below. QCWA 
welcomes the new chapter and wishes them the best of luck. 


Hello fellow AMer. By receiving this inaugural newsletter, 
you are invited to join the New Old Stock - Amplitude Modula- 
tion (NOS-AM) Chapter 207 of the Quarter Century Wireless 
Association (QCWA). 

What is this all about? New Old Stock is a term used by 
boat-anchor enthusiasts for an electrical or mechanical part that 
was manufactured many years ago but has never been used. In a 
sense, this is much like many of us who meet in the 75-meter 
AM window to enjoy an old mode of communication as if it 
were new. Most of us used AM as our principle mode of voice 
communication many years ago and have “rediscovered” it. 
Others have “discovered” it for the first time. And a few “old 
timers” have never stopped using it. New Old Stock seems an 
appropriate term for all of us. The lure to this New-Old mode 
comprises two main parts: first, amplitude modulation is many 
times more “hi-fi” than its not-fully-developed little brother, single 
sideband; and second, a roundtable fashion of operation (because 
VOX is not used) lends itself to a much more gentlemanly and 
cordial group. 

This QCWA chapter has its beginnings in early 2001. Sev- 
eral of us were meeting in the window early in the mornings 
between 4 and 9 am (as we still do) and were discussing the pos- 
sibilities of a web page on which we could post messages and 
pictures: a place where we could meet when conditions on 75 
were difficult. Ronnie Hull, W5SUM, suggested we open a 
Yahoo club page, as it seemed to fit the need (Yahoo Instant 
Messenger allows us to communicate over the internet either by 
keyboard or voice). He initiated the page on February 18, 2001 
with three founders: Mike Cowart-WASCMI, Tony Cypert- 


W5OD, and himself. We invited everyone we talked to in the 

window to sign up for membership on the “NOS” club page.

This column is devoted to answering QCWA members’ questions about the current USA regulations for the amateur radio service. 
Part 97 of the FCC rules is contained in the document Title 47 — Telecommunications - Code of Federal Regulations Parts 80 to 
End. A copy may be purchased from the Government Printing Office or downloaded from http://www.access.gpo.gov/nara/c 
waisidx 00/47cfr97_00.html. The current version is dated October, 2000. Questions, call signs and incidents mentioned herein 
are for explanatory purposes only. 


Club stations 

Q. Can we obtain a call sign for our Chapter’s net control operator to use during our on-air meetings? 
A. Yes, youcan. Vic Clark Chapter #91, for example, acquired the call sign W4QCW for that very purpose as 
well as for use during Field Day and other events. A different member serves as net control each Sunday, always 
using Chapter’ club station call sign in the station identification procedure. It is very helpful to participants for the 
net to be identified consistently with W4QCW. 


Q. How can our Chapter obtain such a call sign? 

A. Your Chapter should obtain a club station license grant. See Section 97.5(b)(2). A club station license grant 
makes it possible for a member of an amateur radio club to operate the station under a unique call sign. It conveys 
no operating privileges. It will be assigned a Group D call sign (two letter prefix and three letter suffix). 


Q. What are the eligibility requirements for a club station license grant? 
A. Section 97.5(b)(2) says the club must: 


° Be composed of at least four persons, 

e Have a name, 

° Have a document of organization and 

° Have a primary purpose devoted to amateur service activities consistent with FCC Part 97. 


Q. What must be included in the document of organization? 

A. At the very minimum, your document of organization must provide a process for selecting a member to 
serve as the Chapter’s club station license trustee. This member must hold an amateur operator license class 
grant higher than Novice. The document must also authorize an officer of your Chapter to designate on the 
license application, on behalf of your Chapter, the member who serves as your club station license trustee. 
See 97.5(b)(2). Finally, it should state that a primary purpose of your Chapter is devoted to amateur service 
activities consistent with FCC Part 97. 


Q. How should our Chapter apply for a club station license grant? 
A. Section 97.17 says that for a new club station license grant, the applicant must present all information 
required by the rules to a Club Station Call Sign Administrator (CSCSA). The FCC has designated the 
following as CSCSA organizations:

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Q. How must we present the required information to the CSCSA? 

A. Section 97.17(b)(1) says that the CSCSA may collect the information required by the FCC rules in any manner 
of its choosing, including creating its own forms. Obtain the necessary form from one of the CSCSAs. After 
entering the necessary information on the form, mail it to one of the above-listed CSCSAs. At least two such 
forms are in use: FORM CSCSA 1-01 and NCVEC FORM 605. Neither of these are FCC forms. Do not 
send your completed form to the FCC. 


Q. Must we attach a copy of our document of organization to our application form? 
A. No. Simply place the document with your Chapter’s club station records. These records should be retained by 
your club station license trustee. Do not send a copy of your document of organization to the CSCSA or the FCC. 


Q. How did these organizations become CSCSAs? 

A. Each CSCSA has successfully completed an FCC pilot autogrant batch filing project. They responded 
to a Public Notice announcing that the FCC would accept requests from qualified organizations. Section 
97.17(b)(2) says that the CSCSA must be an organization that has tax-exempt status under Section 501(c) 
(3) of the Internal Revenue Code of 1986. The CSCSA must provide voluntary, uncompensated and 
unreimbursed services in providing club and military recreation station call signs and submitting the 
information to the FCC in an electronic batch file. 


Q. Does this mean that we can no longer file directly with the FCC our application for a new club 
station license? 

A. Yes, that is exactly what it means. If you attempt to file directly with the FCC, your application will be 
returned without action. Should you happen to have a copy of the old FCC Form 610-B on hand, run it 
through a paper shredder or place it in your history file. The same goes for FCC Forms 610 and 610-A. 


Q. What is the fee for obtaining a club station license? 

A. There is no fee for obtaining a club station license grant. See Section 97.17(b)(2). The CSCSA must bear 
the cost of this transaction. It is only when you subsequently request a vanity call sign from the FCC that 
you must pay a fee. This is a regulatory fee that is revised periodically as necessary. 


Q. Our Chapter already has a club station license. Must we file with a CSCSA our application for 
renewal of our club station license? 

A. Yes. Section 97.21(a)(1) says you must file with a CSCSA your application for renewal of your club 
station license grant. The CSCSA must also bear the cost of this transaction. 


Q. Our Chapter is in the process of changing our club station licensee trustee. Must we notify the F CC? 
A. Yes, but only through a CSCSA. Section 97.21(a)(1) requires your Chapter to apply for modification of 
the grant by presenting in document form to a CSCSA your correct mailing address, club name and license 
trustee name. Use a CSCSA-supplied form for this purpose. The CSCSA must also bear the cost of this 
transaction. 


Q. In our Chapter’s annual election of officers, a different member was elected as the officer 
authorized to designate on the license application, on behalf of our Chapter, our club station licensee 
trustee. Must we apply for modification of our club station license grant? 

A. No. The name of your designating officer does not appear on your club station license grant. If, however, 
the new officer needs to designate a different member as your Chapter’s club station license trustee, you 
must apply for modification of your grant to show the current license trustee. 


EEE 
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Q. Can our Chapter hold more than one club station call sign? 

A. Yes, a Chapter can hold multiple club station license grants. There is no numerical limit to the number 
of club station license grants that can be held by a Chapter. For instance, a Chapter might want to obtain the 
call sign of more than one former member under the in memoriam provision of the vanity call sign system. 
To do that, the Chapter would have to hold a different club station license grant for each vanity call sign 
requested. Keep in mind, however, that the CSCSAs are doing the amateur service community a great favor 
by footing the costs of providing this system. Do not abuse their good will by requesting unneeded club 
station call signs. 


Q. Does the same member have to be the trustee for all of our Chapter’s club station license grants? 
A. No. Each grant can have a different member as its license trustee or the same member can be the license trustee 
named in more than one club station license grant. 


Q. Can we obtain from a CSCSA a new club station license with a former Chapter member’s call sign? 
A. There are two separate transactions required to obtain a new club station license having a vanity call 
sign. Only first one is processed by the CSCSA. With that transaction, your Chapter obtains a club station 
license grant. It is only after your club station license grant appears on the FCC licensee database may your 
Chapter apply to the FCC for a vanity call sign. The procedural details of the vanity call sign system are 


available from http://fec.gov.wtb/amateur/vanity.html. 


Q. Some of our members want our Chapter to someday acquire their call signs under the in memoriam 
provision of vanity call sign system. How can we do this? 
A. Itis possible, but there is no guarantee. Take a close look at the applicable rule: 
Section 97.19(c)(3) Except for an applicant who is the spouse, child, grandchild, stepchild, parent, 
grandparent, stepparent, brother, sister, stepbrother, stepsister, aunt, uncle, niece, nephew, or in-law, 
and except for an applicant who is a club station license trustee acting with the written consent of at least 
one relative, as listed above, of a person now deceased, the call sign shown on the license of a person 
now deceased is not available to the vanity call sign system for 2 years following the person's death, or for 
2 years following the expiration of the license grant, whichever is sooner. 


Note that the relatives of the SK as well as the relatives of other SK former holders of the call sign 
do not have to wait the usual two year period following the member’s death. Moreover, any one of these 
relatives—even those who are not amateur operators—can give consent to any club to apply for the call 
sign. Additionally, any former holder of the call sign may request it even if it has been unassigned less for 
less than two years. See Amateur Station Vanity Call Sign System http://www.fec.gov.wtb/amateur/ 
vanity.html. No eligible person has filing priority over another. It is first-come, first- served. Unless you are 
absolutely certain, therefore, that no one else will apply for the call sign during the two-year window, you 
should apply as soon as possible so as to be the earliest requester. Also see Vanity Call Sign Frequently

Q. Are there ways we can maximize our chances of obtaining a call sign in memoriam? 

A. Yes, there are some steps that you can take beforehand to enable you to make application for the vanity 

call sign just as soon as the license grant of the SK no longer appears on the FCC licensee database: 

° Have in hand your club station license grant obtained through a CSCSA. 

° Have your club station license grant show as its trustee a person holding the required class of operator 
license. For a Group A call sign (example: W3BE), the license trustee must be an Amateur Extra Class 


operator. See Amateur Station Sequential Call Sign System http://www.fec.gov/wtb/amateur/amatur.html. 
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° Have in your club station records a letter from a relative of the member consenting to the Chapter 
making application for the call sign in memoriam. Note that Section 97.19(c)(3) does not specify 
that the written consent must be dated post mortem. As covered in the Fall issue of this column, 
it seems but fair that the current holder should have the first say as to which radio club eventually 
obtains the call sign in memoriam. 

° Have in hand a copy of the member’s license document. 

You might also help shorten the time period it takes for the SK’s license grant to be removed from 
the FCC licensee database. For this, prepare an envelope containing your signed request for 
cancellation of the SK member’s license grant due to the death of the grantee. Include a copy of 
the member’s license document and a copy the death certificate or an obituary notice from the 
newspaper showing the date of death. Mail the package to the FCC, 1270 Fairfield Road, 
Gettysburg, PA 17325-7245. As soon as you confirm that the license status has been changed 

to “canceled” on the FCC licensee database, file your application for the vanity call sign. 

It will not be held for you.

When Jeannette and I told people we were going on a container 
freighter to New Zealand and Australia, they asked, “Whar will you 
find to do al] that time?” 

This sort of travel had been in the back of our minds for years, 
and one day I searched for “freighter travel” on the Internet and came 
up with a long list of companies. One really drew our attention. The 
Blue Star Line has several ships sailing a regular schedule from the US 
East Coast to “down under” and back. Registered in London with 
British Officers (we found that only the Captain and Chief Engineer 
were from England) and Filipino crew. Jeannette said, “Let's do it!” 
We have English friends and had a tour of duty in the Philippines 30 
years ago and we like ship travel. Everything fit! 

[ wrote up a proposal to the company asking if I could operate 
amateur radio aboard suggesting that, since ships no longer require 
Radio Officers, there might be space to set up in the radio room. 
Eventually word came back giving permission “as long as I did not 
interfere with the ships radios.” Hardly, as all of their communication 
is via satellite now. 

Leaving Savannah, GA on April 6th, the first stop was in Hous- 
ton, TX. Containers are exchanged in all ports, but bunker fuel was 
put on here because of the best price. Most food is loaded in Auckland, 
NZ for the entire voyage. From Houston, through the Panama 
Canal, an off-shore stop at Pitcairn Island to drop off supplies that 
had been ordered, to Auckland, NZ, on to Melbourne, Australia; 
then north to Sidney and Brisbane. The eastbound ports were at 
Wellington, NZ, south to Port Charlotte (near Dunedin) a return to 
Auckland, a late night mail/supply drop at Pitcairn Island, back 


au =” 


through the Panama Canal, Kingston, Jamaica and up the coast to 
Philadelphia. 

Seventy-four days and neither of us felt bored one minute. Port 
calls were from one to three days, so there was time to walk around to 
get the flavor of each city. I kept regular schedules with stations on the 
East Coast almost daily. Because of the time zone change, some of 
them were during the night hours that made me feel as if I were part 
of the crew going on watch. Unfortunately out in the Pacific, the 20 
and 15 meter bands were practically useless during midday; and con- 
tacts to the USA were early or later ship's time. From Brisbane, VK4Y1 
was aboard and introduced me to the Southern Cross and AusNZ 
and other nets that he checks into. 

My equipment consisted ofa Kenwood TS-1408S with a Versitron 
antenna tuner, both of which fit into two old hardcover suitcases. 
The antenna was a 20-meter dipole that | had made up previously. A 
crewman attached it up on masts about one wavelength above the 
water running fore and aft. According to signal reports that I received, 
it was an ideal situation. Since ships no longer carry Radio Officers, 
the Radio Room was empty and I was allowed to set up my station 
there. I kept schedules with the New England Party Line Net almost 
daily as well as with a faithful trio, W1OND, W/1LIM and NIHVH. 
N1HVH, who had watched the webcam at the Mira Flores locks on 
the Panama Canal, was anxious to see us go through. He did spot us 
waving and downloaded several pictures to his computer. He also 
e-mailed family and friends after a contact advising them of our 
position and my comments. 

Although there was an HF transceiver on the bridge, I only 
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noticed it being checked out once during the 
voyage using SITOR. Normal communica- 
tions were via Inmarsat, based in London, 
that has global coverage with shore stations 
in various parts of the world. A ship could 
access any of them, but being a British ship, 
the Melbourne Star uses the one at Goonhilly 
in England. The Captain merely typed up 
his messages on his cabin computer, took the 
disk to the bridge computer, hit the send 
button and made a message exchange. 
Ships carrying over 12 passengers are 
required to have a medical doctor aboard. 
That is why cargo ships limit the number of 
passengers; the Melbourne Star having ac- 
commodation for ten which were converted 
officers cabins when the crew was decreased. 
Many people have said that the cabins are

much much larger than those on cruise ships 
where they want to pack in as many as pos- 
sible. We had six on the westbound voyage, 
and eight on the return. We had our own 
lounge; pantry stocked with milk, coffee, tea, 
cheese, yogurt, crackers and cookies. In that 
area was also a laundry with “drying room” 
with lines in addition to the regular dryer. In 
the dining room, passengers ate at one table 
except at dinner when the Captain and Chief 
Engineer, with his wife, hosted at two tables. 
Someone asked the Chief if he liked passen- 
gers aboard. He replied, “Yes! Otherwise it's 
only the Captain and me, and after a few 
days, what do you talk about?” 


1 here wh a good supply of videos and The Melbourne Star docked at Auckland, New Zealand 
books for entertainment if one tired of sun- 


ning on deck and watching the ocean. This 
ship also had a small “plunge pool” which 
was filled daily with fresh seawater. A pas- 
senger steward catered to all our needs and 
questions even to the point of chiding me 
for washing out a coffee cup in the pantry. 

We would certainly recommend this 
type of travel to anyone who wants a relax- 
ing voyage to sometimes unusual ports on a 
working ship on which we were allowed ev- 
erywhere except the engine room, although 
a tour was arranged. There was a feeling of 
sadness to pack our bags; but as the Captain 
remarked, “When you walk down the gang- 
way, it’s all over!” Not really over for us as we 
continue to remember this wonderful voy- 
age in pictures and conversation.

Here we are at the end of the year again but 
not without a measure of sadness and anxiety as 
we approach the holiday season.

The Anthrax matter is another thing but alas, most of the 
QCWA members can take comfort in the fact that they can com- 
municate just fine without employing envelopes that are such a 
matter of concern these days.

It should offer incentive to many of the members who have previ- 
ously shown distain for computers, to make an effort to embrace 
the new technology. 

I must admit that I have begun to have some apprehension 
each day as the mail arrives. As most know, I also publish CyberSKIP 
Digest and receive quite a pile of envelopes each day. In light of the 
current Anthrax hysteria, I find myself scrutinizing return addresses 
and giving envelopes the Charmen’s squeeze test to see if there is 
anything gritty or crunchy inside. I’m not gripped with fear or 
paranoia but at a heightened level of concern. Like other institu- 
tions, I most certainly prefer my correspondence via e-mail and 
subscription payments via my transaction server. No muss, no fuss 
and best of all, NO WORRY. My concerns with the physical 
envelopes is that they might have passed through a piece of equip- 
ment that has been exposed to Anthrax. 

So, I think it is worthwhile for everyone to consider using 
digital methods (and Morse - no kidding) if for no other reason 
than the little comfort it affords in decreasing your volume of 
actual physical mail. 

I keep telling myself that the Anthrax scare is more a media 
created hysteria, much like the sudden plague of shark attacks that 
struck here in Florida but have mysteriously disappeared since 
September 1 1th. But during the shark attack hysteria, you wouldn't 
have found me lolling around in the surf any more than I am 
about to take a lackadaisical attitude about my incoming stack of 
mail. Better safe than sorry! 

These are troubled times. Decimus Junius Juvenalis (AD c.55 
- c.130) wrote, “We are now suffering the evils of a long peace. 
Luxury, more deadly than war, broods over the city, and avenges a 
conquered world.” Funny how something written 2000 years ago 
could apply to today. 


Think about it! 


If you would like to save your family, or estate, the hassle 
of disposing of your electronic equipment when you become 
a SK, why not leave it to the QCWA Endowment Program?

Dear John. 

Glory be, the Field Bureau’s “one hoss shay” is once again in loving hands - all that remains of that early fleet of 
shiny black Packards, the first and foremost forerunner of the many multi-purpose yehicles which were destined to 
follow. 

Those old black Marias, of which we rightly were so proud and by means of which our pioneers established those 
sound basics on which many of today’s procedures and practices were set, have long since passed to their reward. This 
is undoubtedly what would have happened to this model car except for your timely intervention. 

You and the Grand Island staff are to be congratulated for so appropriately having come to the rescue. Yes, I 
concur, it is indeed fitting that the old car be given a final home in the field where its “granddaddies” so well and 
faithfully served and around which so many “tall tales and true” were told. And, in the field, what better place than 
Grand Island? If the truth were known, it was the original Chicago Packard Test Car which was used in making the 
official listening and field strength survey, the results of which were instrumental in the selection and favorable report- 
ing of the present location for the site of the Division’s big new Central Primary Monitoring Station, away back in the 
days of the Radio Division of the Bureau of Navigation of the Department of Commerce. 
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With the knowledge of the above, I hope the relationship will be all the more close and meaningful to you and your 
staff as well as those who came after; also, by giving this old car a new home and a place of honor at your station, you 
will be doing honor to the pioneers of our field service. 

Now to answer your request, but first, I must so to speak, “set the stage.” To do so, if you will pardon the digres- 
sion. I'd like to review a related, small but well known vignette of history. 

The First Continental Congress assembled in Carpenter Hall in Philadelphia in September, 1774. The Second 
Continental Congress met in the State House in May, 1776, and the movement for American Independence was cen- 
tered in that city. The Declaration of Independence, written by Thomas Jefferson. was approved by the Continental 
Congress late in the evening of July 4, 1776, in Philadelphia. 

One hundred years later, the Centennial Exposition at Philadelphia was a great success with millions in atten- 
dance. Accordingly, plans were made for a Sesquicentennial to begin July 4, 1926, also in Philadelphia. 

Long and careful preparation got under way. The growth and greatness of our country was to be emphasized. Not 
the least of a host of new developments and inventions was the growing use of wireless communications and especially 
the recent advent of radio broadcasting. 

Looking to the government as a principal participant, the Sesquicentennial Committee requested that appropriate 
exhibits be prepared. Among these was a request for a communications exhibit relating to the licensing of radio 
stations and operators as well as the regulation of the existing radio services, principally broadcasting. marine and 
amateur. Mr, Herbert Hoover, the Secretary of Commerce, approved of the idea and directed the Chief of his Radio 
Division, Mr. W. D. Terrell to carry out this assignment. 

It was decided that this exhibit should consist of a complete shipboard concerted spark installation; a 500 watt 
composite broadcasting station: miscellaneous measuring equipment used by the radio inspections in the performance 
of their duties: an examination table equipped for the actual giving of radio operator license examinations; a display of 
all classes of radio station and operator licenses and last but not least a replica of the latest model Packard Radio Test 
Car. 

The task of building this model was quite an undertaking in both time and money. In fact the finished model cost 
more than one of the original Packards and well it might. Every single part and component was made by hand by an 
expert model maker, both inside and out, which a close examination of the finished product will readily reveal. 

There were ten of these Radio Test Cars ordered from Packard Motor Car Company. The bodies were supplied 
separately to specifications prepared by the Radio Division. A heavy duty chassis was required including special 
spring suspension and wheels, also an oversized gasoline tank. The driver's compartment and upper body was made 
entirely of wood so as to permit accurate field intensity surveys to be made, also loop antennas to be used for direction 
finding purposes. The field intensity set was supplied by Western Electric: also some of the cars were equipped with a 
Westinghouse Secondary Frequency Standard for making frequency measurements in the field. Equipment was also 
carried for field radio operator examinations. The car usually carried two men, one for driving and the other riding in 
the back making radio observations and measurements. Also between assignments one man could drive and the other 
could sleep thus permitting long hours on special tasks of considerable duration. 

In conclusion, one short amusing story comes to mind. Major Van Nostrand, Engineer in Charge of the Atlanta 
District accompanied by staff member Inspector Joe McKinney, had been on an extended assignment in the mountains 
of Eastern Tennessee. The Major was driving and Joe was asleep beside him in the driver's compartment. The car hit 
a bump in the road and Joe awoke with a start. Looking out the side window and only half awake, he suddenly turned 
to the Major, shouting, “Look Van, a bear!” “Bear, hell!” the Major replied, “That's our spare tire.”

The 
fire department helped in putting up and taking down the 
antennas. Lori contacted and received the support of the 
media. The event was covered in three newspapers, by three 
radio stations and four TV stations. Twelve children were 
selected to ask the questions. The first moments were tense 
when no response was received from calls and the media 
turned off their lights. But all of a sudden the voice of 
Commander Shepherd was heard calling “this is ISS Al- 
pha, how do you copy?” All the lights came back on. All 
the questions were asked and answered. 

An e-mail from a fellow teacher described how the 
kids in one of the classes hid behind their desks and sur- 
prised one of the questioners as she returned to her home 
room from the gym. When she walked in they all jumped 
out and cried, congratulations. The expression of surprise 
and pride on her face was priceless. Here was an attention 
deficit disorder kid, who was very much an outsider so- 
cially, who has never caused a ripple amongst her pears. 
She was literally floating all day. It was a significant Ca- 
nadian contact with astronauts in space, but it was an even 
more significant first contact between on little space cadet 
and her peer group down here on earth.

Program-Antenna Rotators: VP John Johnston 
W3BE, introduced Norm Jeweler W3NRS, of Norm’s 
Rotor Service. Norm is a well-known master antenna in- 
staller, rotator rebuilder, and dealer. Norm truly is an ex- 
pert and known worldwide. He described in detail the 
similarities and differences among the more popular rotators. 


Norm Jeweler, W3NRS, speaker on antenna rotors, their care 
and feeding, at our July meeting. 


His advice on rotator vendors: Buy American; those 
from overseas are NOT backed up with replacement parts 
or service. Yaesu is the exception, but it supports only those 
in its current product line. 

Unfortunately, the U.S. vendors are disappearing: 
CDE sold their rotator division to Telex/HyGain; then 
HyGain decided to support only five of the CDE models. 
The rights to the rest were assigned to Norm’s Rotor Ser- 
vice. Alliance stopped their rotator production and all its 
inventory was sold to Norm. Do you see a trend here? 

A frequently asked question is: “Can I use a control 
box from a different manufacturer with my rotator?” 
Norm’s answer: Except for the “TR2.” the control boxes 
from CDE, Telex/HyGain, and MFJ are interchangeable. 

Norm had lots of good tips; here are a few: Park your 
antenna away from the rotator’s “end of rotation” so wind 


buffeting doesn’t get transferred to parts that can’t handle 
it. Invest in a brake delay unit to avoid costly damage if 
you accidentally apply the brake prematurely. Leave a 1/ 
8" to 1/4" gap between the bottom of the antenna mast 
and the top of the rotator housing; years later, if you have 
to remove the mast, will allow you to insert a lever to help 
break it loose from the housing to which it likely has grown 
attached.

Who’s Who in One O Two 

Dan was first licensed as KN7RNF in December of 
1961 under the auspices of the Boeing Employee Ama- 
teur Radio Society in Seattle, Washington. He upgraded 
to the then relatively new Technician Class license shortly 
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Dan Richmond WONBX, in his shack. 


thereafter as K7RNF. 

During this time period Dan’s favorite radio related 
activities including building amateur radio and test equip- 
ment kits. Nearly all the Allied Knight and Heathkit in- 
struments were built along with a number of receivers and 
home brew transmitters. On the air activities included 6 
meters meter RTTY and other activity with the Rebels, a 
loosely formed group of 6 meter enthusiasts. 

In 1969 Dan moved the family from the greater Se- 
attle area to Rapid City, South Dakota to work for a com- 
puter company, Control Data Corp. Although this was 
originally intended to be a relatively short move, the people 
and the area convinced Dan and his wife Nancy to make 
Rapid City their permanent home. As was the custom in 
those days a new call sign was obtained, WONBX denot- 
ing the Zero call area location. 

Initial amateur radio activities in Zero land were lim- 
ited to some QRP and 6 meter kit building, operating 6 
meter RTTY and rag chewing followed by 2 meter FM 
repeater and simplex operations including Storm Watch 
and Weather Warn Public Service functions. In 1985 Dan 
became aware of local activity in Air Foree MARS and 
joined that organization. Dan has continued his Air Force 
MARS activity to the present serving twice as the South 
Dakota State Director, a title currently held with official 
call sign AFF3SD. He has rejuvenated local interest in the 
AF MARS program and has a active HF net and training 
sessions for the new members. 

With the advent of the most recent incentive licensing 
in April 2000, Dan upgraded to General Class and has been 
active on most HF bands since receiving that license 
authority. This license upgrade and retirement in the fall 
of 1999 has allowed Dan to significantly increase his com- 
munity service activity. He participated in a number of 
regional events that area Amateur Radio Operators volun- 
teered and supplied communications and their equipment, 
such as the Crazy Horse Volksmarch, bicycle and foot races 
throughout the Black Hills, plus the ARES call up during 
the Jasper forest fire in the Southern Black Hills. WONBX 
was also a back up operator for the special event station 


N@VJ celebrating the end of WWII in the Pacific and com- 
memorating those involved in that conflict. Operations 
were conducted under the wing of a restored B-29 at the 
Ellsworth AFB Air and Space Museum just East of Rapid 
City, South Dakota. In addition to amateur radio activities 
Dan currently serves on the Black Hills United Way 
Agency Board of Directors and is active in the local Harley 
Owners Group, enjoying motorcycling with his grandson. 

Dan’s current amateur radio equipment consists of a 
ICOM 775 DSP barefoot into a KLM 4 element yagi at 
about 35 feet or a Baker and Williamson AC 1.5-30 wire 
antenna in a modified inverted V configuration for fixed 
station operations. For his mobile station he uses a 
Kenwood TM-V7a VHF/UHF dual band transceiver that 
is supplemented with an ICOM 706 MKIIG and High 
Sierra screwdriver antenna for HF and backup VHF/UHF. 
An ICOM W32A is the hand held. 

Dan served in the US Army between 1953 and 1955 
at the Hanford Atomic Energy Works near the Tri-Cities 
of Kennewick, Pasco and Richland, Washington. After his 
discharge from the service he worked a short stint with 
Bell Telephone in Northern Minnesota, then just over 15 
years with Boeing in Seattle closing out in Rapid City with 
Control Data and SCI Systems for the last 30 years.

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RANDOM RECOLLECTIONS OF AN OLD HAM 


by George Hart WINJM 


A journalistic history of the life and times in Amateur radio of George Hart, W1NJM 


This is the first installment in a series of stories excerpted from Mr. Harts book, “Random Recollections of an Old Ham.” 


The Early Years—I never really liked the term “ham” as it 
applies to Amateur Radio. It has a negative connotation to me, in 
the same sense as “lid,” meaning an inferior operator; but through 
the years it has been accepted. An Amateur Radio operator is a 
Ham, and Amateur Radio is Ham Radio So be it. 

It's hard to say just when I became interested in ham radio, 
except that it was at a very early age. We lived in a large frame 
house on the campus of Lafayette College, on a high bluff over- 
looking the city of Easton , PA. My father was an eminent profes- 
sor of chemistry at the college (see “Edward Hart: a Biography”). 
There were six of us; my father, my mother and four children: 
Edward, Jr., the oldest; Watson; George, myself: and Martin, the 
“baby.” Edward, Jr., will be prominent in this account, my father 
less so, my mother and two other siblings hardly at all. We called 
him “Bunch,” a derivative of “honeybunch” from childhood that 
lingered for many years. When he was 9 years old he built his first 
“crystal” set and heard his first on-the-air signal—a faint whistle 
emanating from a local radio station, WMAP, owned by the Edison 
Battery Company. This was in 1919. From then his interest in 
electronics burgeoned, culminating in his receiving his first ham 
license in 1925 with call letters 3NF. This was an “amateur class” 
license, which at that time gave him full amateur privileges. My 
two other brothers showed little or no interest in Bunch’s shenani- 
gans; but he was highest in the “pecking order” among the four of 
us. I was fascinated by and afraid of him, and he did little to 
mollify this feeling; but my showing of interest in his activities 
brought me closer to him—a closeness that increased and devel- 
oped well into maturity. 

What activities? When he was about 12 (this would be 1922 
he obtained permission to move into one of the two third floor 
rooms of the big house. The two attic rooms were unheated, used 
mostly for storage (and a little hoarding during WWL). Here 
Bunch established his electronics laboratory and chamber of 
horrors in which he terrorized the rest of us with his budding 
electronic genius, The attic rooms were accessible only by a very 
narrow staircase from the second floor corridor. 

Bunch’s first act, upon acquiring access to one of the third 
floor rooms, the one facing south overlooking the city (the other 
room was used for miscellaneous storage) was to secure his pri- 
vacy by electrifying the narrow staircase with a spark coil that could 
create a spark two or three inches in length. The voltage devel- 
oped was extremely high, but the current very low, so that the 
“shock” upon contact could be painful but not dangerous. These 
devices were in common use in the teens and early twenties for 
radio communication. Only one room in the big house was wired 
for electricity at that time. This was the room to the left of the 
third floor staircase, saved for and occupied by my uncle, Martin 
Marasco, my mother’s brother, a chemist employed by the DuPont 
Film Works in Parlin, NJ, who “came home” every weekend. Uncle 


Martin was a great favorite with us kids, indeed of all the family 
including my father because they had a love for chemistry in com- 
mon. Bur Martin had other talents as well, one of which was a 
knowledge of electricity. During his many visits when we were 
small children he ran an overhead line from my father’s labora- 
tory, which was nearby and wired for electricity, to his room in 
the house, so he could enjoy the luxury of electric lights in his 
room, which he was accustomed to at the club where he lived in 
Bound Brook. 

An aside: what did we use for lighting in the rest of the house? 
Gas. Gas lines were piped all through the house from a central 
facility in the city. Each room was equipped with a gas outlet, 
often using mantels to make the light brighter. In some, a fixture 
using a small pilot was activated by a pull-chain, and the light 
emitted was usually brighter than that emitted by most of the 
carbon-filament light bulbs of the day. My father saw no point in 
having the house wired for electricity, at considerable expense, 
when the gas lines were already available; but he raised no objec- 
tion to Uncle Martin's activity. 

Bunch, with Uncle Martin’s advice and assistance, ran an 
electric line up to his attic room and from there proceeded to run 
extensions all over the room and down the stairs. There was no 
BX cable, much less Romex, in those days. The line from the labo- 
ratory to Martin’s room was two separate wires, and from this 
room to Bunch’s attic room ran in channels carved in wood strip- 
ping along the baseboard and up the stairs. When the installation 
was complete, Bunch proceeded to erect a control panel on the 
wall alongside his big iron bed , and lines back down the stairs to 
the first three steps. These he attached to homemade switches made 
from Meccano parts, one switch on each step. Then he placed a 
board over each switches so that anyone stepping on it would close 
the switch. The wiring was configured so that anyone mounting 
the steps would cause lights to light on the switchboard, thus 
notifying him that someone was coming up. 

He planned to add another switch on his board which would 
give the approaching person a jolt of electricity if he continued up 
the stairs without permission, but found that the standard house 
voltage was not high enough to penetrate normal shoes. So he 
obtained a standard lead-acid storage battery and a tungsten charger 
and used a spark coil to supply the necessary voltage. He laid 
copper screening across the first three steps so that pressure would 
set off the spark coil with a voltage high enough to penetrate even 
rubber-soled shoes. This had the desired effect and gave Bunch 
considerable glee when an intruder (usually one of his three broth- 
ers, but visiting teenagers as well) was subjected to the startling 
shock. I suspect Bunch had a sadistic side to his nature. 

As time went on, Bunch added refinements to his setup. He 
set up three lights at the top of the steps: a white one and a red 
one. When someone wishing to enter his domain stepped on the 
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first step, a light would go on on Bunch’s switchboard, but noth- 
ing would show at the top of the steps. The second step would 
show either a white light or a red one, depending on how Bunch 
had it set up. If a white light. It meant OK to come up. A red light 
meant keep out. Ifa red light showed and the person stepped on 
the third step, he would receive a sharp jolt from the spark coil. 
Bunch could have it set up so it operated automatically, or he 
could operate it manually. The former was intended to forbid 
entry even if Bunch was not in his room. 

But the system had an outstanding flaw. One could easily 
outwit the system by avoiding that third step and continue up the 
steps whether the light showed white or red. Bunch eliminated 
this by putting metal screening over all the steps and wiring the 
spark coil to all of them, plus to the metal doorknob so that the 
spark coil would activate when the doorknob was turned or could 
be activated manually to shock anyone on any of the steps. It was 
wickedly ingenious. He also wired his bed so that he could shock 
anyone leaning on it (but the high voltage would not penetrate 
the mattress) and various chairs and other items of furniture in 
the room. Throughout his teens he exercised complete domina- 
tion of his attic room. Our father, who was quite elderly, hardly 
ever ventured up the steep stairs. On only one occasion can I 
remember a visit by him to Bunch’s third floor domain, subject to 
be covered later. 

In the summertime, Bunch set up a tent in our mother's hang- 
ing garden, a small area below our house cut into the side of the 
hill. Our mother raised flowers and a few vegetables there, but 
there was plenty of room left over for a tent, and electricity was 
available from our father’s chemistry laboratory which was nearby 
with its ground floor on the same level with the garden. Here a 
wooden platform was constructed and the tent pitched over it. It 
was a sizable wall tent, capable of containing four cots, and here 
we set up our summer quarters. The garden was accessible from 
the house down a steep embankment, across a cinder access road 
to the college heating plant. The far side of this road was con- 
tained by a 12-foot stone wall, so one had to go down the road 
fifty feet or so to access a path into the garden area. We boys flew 
down the embankment with abandon, but our mother walked 
from the house to the upper part of the access road, down the 
road to the path, a sort of zig-zag configuration; however, in the 
late 20’s she all but abandoned the garden, so we had the area to 
ourselves. 

Bunch exercised the same autocratic control over access to 
the tent as he had to his attic radio room. The 12-foot wall was a 
little too high to jump from, so Bunch fashioned a ladder from 
scrap boards. He wrapped the rungs of the ladder with bare wire 
and attached a 110-volt line controllable from the tent. When 
someone he didn’t want was spied coming down the ladder he 
could press a switch at the tent to electrify it, thus giving the 
intruder a severe jolt, then ordering him back up the ladder. 
Occasionally. He would give someone a jolt “just for the fun of 
it.” Most of us avoided the ladder entirely, preferring to use the 


circuitous path to avoid the possibility of being shocked, but 
Bunch, being the oldest, used other methods of excluding us from 
the tent if he wished privacy, some electrical, some physical. One 
rainy night my brother Watson decided to defy the ban and started 
to descend the ladder. Bunch threw the switch and Wats froze on 
the wet ladder. When Bunch turned off the switch, Wats contin- 
ued his descent, so Bunch turned it on and left it on. Wats clung 
to the ladder, shrieking. 

“If 1 turn it off, will you go back up?” Bunch inquired. Wats 
was unable to reply, so Bunch turned it off and Wats went back up 
the ladder, whimpering. That was the end of the electrified ladder. 
My father, when the incident was reported to him, forthwith or- 
dered the ladder taken down. Bunch disconnected the wiring, but 
we continued using the ladder, because of its convenience, and his 
tyranny continued in other ways, both electrical and physical. 

Bunch’s on-the-air activity decreased during the summers, but 
he did have a small station set up in the tent, with antennas strung 
about the many surrounding trees. My two other brothers seldom 
slept in the rent, but Bunch slept there every night and I quite 
often. He favored me only slightly because I helped with his many 
experiments, in a “gofer” capacity. Other friends his own age were 
favored more than I was, and I recall one girl, a visiting relative of 
one of the college professors, who spent much time with us one 
summer, although she never slept in the tent. I hated her because 
Bunch favored her more than he did me, and because she treated 
me with lofty contempt. But that was only one summer, then she 
was forgotten. Bunch was much admired by girls, a phenomenon 
I could never quite understand. 

When he got his first ham ticket, some time in 1925, he some- 
how acquired one of Paul Godley’s “Paragon” transmitters. My 
memory, which may or may not be entirely accurate, tells me this 
transmitter used a single RCA UX-210 in a selfexcited oscillator 
circuit. It had no power supply, so Bunch used the 110-volt house 
service for plate voltage. The receiver he built himself, a 201-A 
detector and a 201-A audio amplifier powered exclusively by bat- 
teries—a lead-acid storage battery for filaments and Burgess “B” 
batteries for plate voltage. It was a regenerative type fashioned 
from a description in QST. Reception was by headphone only— 
first Brandes, then Murdock, and finally Baldwin. The latter were 
the best, but very heavy. The only speaker we boasted at the time 
was a horizontal cone by which the headphones could be clamped 
on the narrow end. We seldom used it except for BC reception or 
very strong ham signals. 

The Paragon transmitter operated only on the 160 meter band. 
The antenna was a random piece of wire fastened to a nearby tall 
maple tree, with a counterpoise about 10 feet above ground. The 
power reaching the antenna must have been extremely low, be- 
cause on-the-air contacts were few and far between, and usually 
the signal strength reports were quite low, R-3 or R-4 on a scale 
of 1-9. Signal quality was equally low, for few amateurs of the day 
possessed means of rectifying and filtering the plate voltage. Most 
signals had a characteristic 60-cycle rasp as broad as the

traditional barn door. Some were rectified to a low-frequency buzz, 
and a very few had the most desired musical quality. Those that 
did were usually chirpy or otherwise unstable. On rare occasions | 
would come across a signal of high-pitched musical quality that 
was steady, and I would sit and listen to it in rapture. It was beau- 
tiful music to my ears, better than the most brilliant symphony. 

From the time Bunch got his first license, in 1925, until I 
made my first on-the-air contact in late 1926, I was learning the 
code “by osmosis.” Bunch allowed me to use the receiver occa- 
sionally, with plenty of restrictions. At other times I would sit and 
listen to him sending on his Western Union straight key. I was 
only 11 years old. Soon I learned to recognize CQ. 3NF (Bunch’s 
assigned call), a few commonly used letters and combinations such 
as “Q” signals. I never sat down and “memorized” the code, either 
by dots and dashes or by sound. I learned the code the way a baby 
learns to talk, by listening and mimicking. 

By 1926, after trying in vain to make the Paragon perform 
on 80 meters, Bunch cannibalized it and built an entirely new 
transmitter on a “breadboard.” A new inductance was wound 
around an oatmeal box, several plates removed from the Paragon's 
variable capacitor, other parts as necessary fashioned from what- 
ever materials were available or could be purchased. New coils 
had to be wound for the receiver. It was a makeshift, ragtaggle 
setup, but he finally got it working and entered the new world of 
80 meters. All connections were made by twisting wires together, 
or by binding posts or Fahnstock or small spring clips with teeth. 
The gridleak resistor was a mayonnaise jar filled with borax solu- 
tion in which copper electrodes were inserted. There were a few 
parts which could be purchased at electric stores, none of them 
intended for amateur radio;. Most parts had to be fashioned by 
hand from whatever material was available. 

One thing Bunch did obtain, I’ve forgotten where or how, 
was a squatty transformer manufactured by GE for RCA. It deliv- 
ered 550 volts each side of centertap and also 7-1/2 volts to light 
the UX-210 filament. This was a big improvement over the toy 
train transformer and 110-volt house current previously used and 
figured to give us a much stronger signal. I say “us” because by 
that time I was definitely part of the picture, although Bunch still 
held all the reins of authority and exercised them fully. 

Still, with the increased power and the shift to 80 meters, our 
signal reports were unsatisfactorily low and only about 1 in 5 calls 
received answers. Bunch hardly ever called CQ, because experi- 
ence indicated the unlikelihood of a call. A typical hour at the key 
might produce four contacts in about 20 calls. Frustrated, he con- 
tinually tinkered with the transmitter and antenna system, trying 
to get better performance.

IS MORSE DEAD? 


Its memories will linger forever. 


A news story told of the collision of two naval vessels dur- 
ing routine maneuvers off the Pacific coast. The report stated 
that intership communication by voice radio failed due to equip- 
ment malfunction and one vessel slowly backed into another in 
spite of the attempted use of Morse blinker signals from the ship. 
Although the second ship was aware of the Morse signaling they 
could not find a signalman who could read the blinker signals. 
So much for modem technology! 

I was a sea-going radio operator (Sparks) at the outbreak of 
WWII (1939) working aboard Standard Oil of New Jersey tank 
ships. Those were the days when a radio officer was an essential 
member of the ship’s crew and no ocean-going vessel could le- 
gally sail without him. Based out of New York (Bayonne, N.J.) I 
made numerous trips in and out of the West Indies to ports in 
Africa, South America and the United States carrying fuel oil 
and gasoline for wartime as well as civilian use. In those times it 
was not uncommon to have a vessel challenged by a blinking 
Morse light in the dead of night. On such occasions I would be 
awakened by speaking tube or telephone and report to the bridge 
of the ship post haste to reply to the challenging vessel and prop- 
erly identify our vessel. (Although deck officers are required to 
read Morse characters as part of their license examination, few 
seemed to retain this ability when put to the task). 

I recall one such incident in the South Atlantic. We had 
carried fuel oil and gasoline to Freetown Africa where we had 
fueled several British naval vessels including the Exeter and Achil- 
les. Two days out of port on our return to Aruba to reload, two 
shots across our bow brought the MIS Baltic (our ship) to an 
abrupt stop. As I ran for the bridge I could see this very brilliant 
searchlight blinking a series of dots and closing in on us fast.

The captain and I hit the bridge at the same time and I returned 
another series of dots to indicate I was ready for his message. He 
asked “WHAT SHIP?” followed by the usual questions as to cargo? 
(In Ballast) Where Bound? (Aruba) Where From? (Freetown), By 
now she was alongside and I found myself looking into the barrels 
of what seemed to be one thousand big guns. After what seemed 
to be eternity but was probably not more than a minute a very 
loud voice from a power megaphone sent us on our way and the 
new British cruiser “Prince of Wales” slipped silently into the mist. 
We found out later that we had crossed paths with her on her 
maiden voyage into the Indian Ocean after evading the awaiting 
German submarine pack off the Scottish coast. 

As we would slip in and out of the Caribbean by the islands 
of Grenada or Tobago we were usually challenged by a French 
submarine that would surface at night and-using a blinker ask for 
our identification and purpose. In daylight, if the sea was calm we 
might spot the periscope if she was submerged. Rumor has it that 
she surfaced before an armed British freighter with a nervous gun 
crew and was sunk before she could identify herself. We had noted 
that the colors on her coming tower were faded and needed re- 
painting! 

On one northbound trip, it was early evening and we were 
passing the Island of Saba and the first mate called me to the bridge 
to respond to a blinking light halfway up the mountain slope. | 
engaged in a QSO with an elderly gentleman who made a hobby 
of talking to passing ships from his home on the mountain. The 
conversation was much like an amateur radio chat. I learned his 
name (Hassel) his age, occupation etc, The exchange lasted about 
half an hour until we lost visual contact, much like a fading radio 
signal!
